It is slave from its beginning to its 
closing, as it could not be otherwise 
when coming from that source. It is 
now concluded to be a proper way to 
dispose of the question respecting the | 
future of the islands to hold them 
as property, which will give them the 
relation that the beast of the field 
sustain to values in market. 


The idea is worthy of its source, 


which is the source of eome very 
beastly ideas. Where else in all Chris- 
tendom could such a thought have 
originated except in the brains of a 
brutalized money oligarchy? 
Hold 


tbe islands as property! 


When tbe theory is applied, whc> will 


own the people there are upon the 
territory, aud what relation will they 
sustain to tbe owner of the islands? 
Will one class of laws apply to the 
soil, making it property, and another 
class of lavs apply to the people, mak- 
ing them free? 


No such application is included in 


the theory, as it is not included in the 
idea of ownership. A holding in a 
property sense of the islands will in- 
clude and is intended to include a 
holding of the people in the same 
sense, wbicb sense was included when 
tbe islands were purchased from Spain. 


When the United States bought the 


islands from Spain for twenty millions 
of dollars the purchase and transfer 
applied not only to tbe islands but 
also to the people who occupied them. 
It is because of purchase and transfer 
that we claim authori'y over them in- 
cluding the right to kill them off pro- 
vided they do not obey their new 
master. Properly in man when held 
by man has been condemned by en- 
lightened man and largely removed, 
but the principle remains in force 
when nations are the dealers in human 
beings. The pulpit and the forum de- 
fend the principle a hen applied by 
nations and it will in the future be de- 
fended in both places If the money 
power insist upon applying the prin- 
ciple. 


The world's movement upon the 


face of political affairs is backward as 
the idea advanced if applied will be 
the application of a principle either 
through ignorance or molitiuusness 
(the latter most likely) that has been 
exploded by leas enlightened men than 
there are now, three hundred years ago.

The committee met-, according to the 


oall, in the rooms of the Reno Wheel- 
men. 
On account of the illness of 


Ohac. Gulling, Clayton Belknap called 
the meeting to order as temporary 
chairman. Major Dennis, the wheel- 
horse of the Democratic party, sat at 
the secretary's desk. Roll was called 
and other little matters of detail were 
attended to, after which W. H. A. Pike 
arose and, for some mysterious reason, 
moved that the committee adjourn to 
the court honse, Mr. Pike was po- 
litely obliged. 


At 2 the committee reassembled in 


the district court room. Never was a 
more harmonious meeting held by a 
Siate committee in Nevada until the 
irrepressible Pike, for another mysteri 
ous reason, began to bait the secretary, 
who was proceeding with his duties in 
methodical manner, bringing matters 
before the convention that appertained 
to bis position. Finally the Major pro- 
posed this teat: "lam in favor of the 
free coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 
tol and will support the Democratic 
nominees." Pike and Booher, for still 
other mysterious reasons, objected to 
the test. They thought that the David 
Bennett flillism, "I am a Democrat," 
was sufficient. 
The Major scored his

The committee appointed to confer 


with the committee pelected by ths

This brought Mr. Pike to his feet 


again. 
In stentorian tones be de- 


nounced the "infamous plot." 


Editor Booher went him one better 


by calling it an "nnholy alliance." 


Pike evidenced bis own folly in 


standing against fusion by this hand- 
tipping sentence: 
llThe delegates to 


the Democratic national convention 
will be the only people of the party to 
receive political honors in this Repub- 
lican year." Pretty language for a 
man to use, who is fighting for his 
boss and playing into the hands of the 
enemies of silver. 


Pike presented his resolution above 


referred to, and it was promptly de- 
feated by a rising vote. Then it was 
moved that the committee 
appoint 


delegates to the national convention. 
Charles Stoddard amended it by mov- 
ing that three of those be Silver party 
men, and the amendment easily car- 
ried.
